immediately occaſioned by ſome abuſe in 
Corinth, concerning things offered up to 
Idols. The Delinquents were chiefly of two 
ſorts : ſome Chriſtians (valiantly wicked) 
would adventure to eat meats at the Pa- 
gans religious Feaſts;in the midſt of an l- 
dol-Temple:and the fault once paſt, it was 
_ eaſy(rhey thought) to diſpute themſelves 
inocent. For had nots. Paul himſelf taught 
them, that An idol war wothing?as little able 
to unhallow meat, as to fan he it? what 
hurt then in theſe /o/ewn meetings, where 
they might maintain friendſhip, without 
loſs to Religion? the apoſtle replies, v. 1 9. 
An idol indeed is nothing: but theſe things 
are ſacrificed to Devils, and therefore to 
partake in theſe religious meetings, is to 
communicate with Devi li a fact in its own 
nature, and in it ſelf unlawful. Nay(beſides 
the crime) it was moſt groſly ſcandalous, 
firſt to the Fewer, who muſt eeds hence 
1magine the Diſciples were Idalators; and 
then, what hope of their converſion 2 ſe- 
condly, to the Gentiles, for if (hriſtians 
will be their aſſociates, their religion ſure 
was not then ſo blameable, Laſtly, to the 
Church, who muſt needs grieve, that her

firſt ſons ſhonld be Apoſtates , but eſpe- 
cially to thoſe of the weaker ſort, whoſe 
mouths might (by ſuch facts) be brought 
to eat that which their conſciences ab- 
horred. 

Others there were that did offend more 
modeſtly, whoſe actions were in them ſelvs 
indifferent, only they were too careleſs, 
and therefore to be aceounted ſinners, be- 
cauſe chey made others ſin.

For 
ſee, theſe meats may lawfully be bought 
in the Market, v.25 where they were often 
ſold for their Prieſts commodity (as Hero 
dotus intimates in his Exterpe,and S. Aug. 
in his 78, Prop. upon the Romans) they 
might lawfully be eaten too at each privat 
meeting, v. 27. yet if a Chriſtian chanced 
to light upon a Profeſſor, who in a Cour- 
teous unkindneſs will needs forewarn him, 
T ake heed theſe thin were offered up to 1- 
dls: in this caſe, either to buy, or eat, were 
ſinſully uncharitable: not that the act in it 
ſelf is unlawful, but that it is thus made 
ſcandalous. |

God in our workes ( faith Saint 4) 
Atliough our tongues be ſilent: and ' tis

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is plain in Scripture, that bad Doctrine 
is Fornication, although the falſe Prophet 
be ne re ſo chatte. Tis true then Men 
may ſpeak Rocks as well as act them, 
and make the wayes of the Church as 
dangerous by their ſtony Opinions, as by 
their for! Examples. Who doubts but 
2 (orinthian Elder might give as great of- 
fence by teaching falſly 3 thoſe 

meats, as he could by eating in a forbid- 
den place ? nay, tis plain, this paſlage is 
concerning Doctrine too: for (without 
all doubt) the Apoſtle did not more la- 
bour to correct the Deeds of this Church, 
then to mend the Errors of their miſ. led 
Opinions. Give then no ſcandall, neither 
by Life nor Doctrine, neither by wicked 
4, nor more vile Opinions, let neither 
your hand caft tones, nor your tongue 


utter rocks to the People; dapiotoru i- 


e., Give none offence in things unlaW- 
full. 


The application followes, Neither to 
the Fewes, nor to the Gentiles, nor to the 


Church of God. 


But what > In one Corinth ſo many. 
factious varieties? ewes againſt Gen- 
tilet, and both theſe too divided * 

„ the 
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the Chriſtians ? amidſt theſe diſtradi- 
ons, tis beſt ſure to be Neutral; for who 
would yet make choice of any Faith? Let 
the Scribe either yeild to the Goel, ot 
the Sophies of Greece to the Law of Moſer, 
or elſe let S. Paul give way to the Phils 
ſophers. As things here ſtand, to look on 
is the beſt courſe, and the moſt compen- 
dious way to avoid all ſcandall, is to turne 
Atheiſt. 

Good, politique blaſphemy l pendulous 
Corinthians, afeugsgopdyvo; Whirled about 
with every wind, which bloweth them 
whither it liſteth. Now they turn with the 
Fewiſh Scribes,anon with Chriſts Apoſtles, 
ere long they cliange this holy faith, if ei- 
ther a Stoick chance to diſpute with them, 
or an Epicure to invite them. Sometimes 
they approve highly of the Chriſtian Be- 
liefe, becauſe they ſee, tis back d by the 
. Tewes owne Prophets, and guarded with 

ſuch armed Legions of convincing argu- 
ments. Again, they remember, that P. 
ganiſm is (orinth's old Religion, and their 
giddy brains ſtraight doat upon Antiqui- 
ties. In the mean time, theſe Changelings 
give none offence , their ambiguous po- 

ures are ſo far from diſpleaſing, that 
you would think 5. Parts. one carriage 
was 
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vis not more abſolute. To the Fews they 
become plain Fews, to the Grecians Gen- 
tiles, and { for a ſpurt too) they can be- 
lieve as much, as the moſt firm Apoſtle 
yet here is the difference: S. Paul altered 
the cloaths of Religion, but theſe men 


change the body. He was content to yield 


in Ceremonies, but theſe (with greater 
eaſe) put off their faith too. Our Apaſtle 
did it, that he might by all means ſave 
ſome , theſe, that by no means they may 
diſpleaſe any; and ſo that all be friends no 
matter for ſal vation. | 

lte this the way to live inoffenſive ? muſt 
the Remedy be worſe then the Diſeaſe it 
felf > and is there no courſe to cure a 


ſeandal, but by more horrid Athei/m? 


If onr Faith diſpleaſe, let us anſwer with 
Tertullian, Bone res neminem ſcandali - 
rant, niſi malam mentem, Good meats 
diſpleaſe none, but the diftemperate Pal- 
lates : and muſt the wholeſome diſhes: be 
barr'd the Table, becauſe they offend the 
Aguiſh > no ſcandal, in this caſe, is me- 
dicinable: You know a Phyſician offends 
the ſick, that he may the more ſurely cure 
him, If to do well, cauſe diſcontent, we 
then offend, not againſt men, but their 
errors, and in this regard we. are tender

to the Perſons themſelves, when we ſtrike 
down their ignorance, 

There are men of a reſolved opinion, to 
whom S. Paul here writes: for ſure thoſe 
unſettled braines have not more need of 
Phyfick then of an Apoſtle. It is the Apo- 
ſtles Rule. Stand faſt in the faith, andithen 
pet, Give none offence, neither to the Jewes 
&c. 

A large compaſs to a Cbriſtian man, 
the whole world is made his Theater , his 
Charitie muſt negotiate with all men, 
and ( for his Maſters gain) he muft hold 
commerce with all, even with thoſe that 
hate him too, He is apt enough to pro- 
vide for the Houſhold of Faith; but 
Tewes and Gemiles are made his charge 
£00. 

It were to be wiſhed, that Saint Paul 
had written theſe words to Rome, becauſe 
( ſure) they never heard of what's here 
ſaid to (ointh: For would they then 
within the ſame Walls entertain | Ame 
and yet worſhip Images > Would they 
make themſelyes as accurſt by Scandal, 
as the Jewes by Infidelity 2 Nay, 
thats not enough to Worſhip them, 
they muſt bee taught to doe wonders 
too, to Groave , and Feep, and Bleed, 

WE © is 
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that the people may be ſure to think ſo 
many Pictures, ſo many Deities. $0 
that there's now no better ſport in Rome, 
then to ſee a picture play a Miracle, and a 
ſlie Few diſcover it. | 

But is not this Offence the Wiſdome of 
the See? this ſcandal is publick policy, and 
the whole world is beholding to it. For 
the ewe, converſion is a ſign too fatall, 
and argues an end, not of their power 
onely, but of the univerſe; and bet- 
ter an offence perhaps, then this great diſ- 
ſolution. 

1 may reply, the ſcandall is paſſive 
only, the jews indeed are offended , but 


the fault lies in themſelves. For, to paint 
uod the Son in the ſame ſhape he tooke, 


or the Holy Ghoſt in that ſnape wherein 
he deſcended, is ſo reaſonable that it 
needs no Proof And becauſe Daniel

May they pleaſe to heare too: If any 
here hath to do with our late planted Co- 


loniesr, whether in Virginia, ot in other 
places; they are ſeated (you know) in 


the midſt of the ee. aud therefore 
my Text affords this Caution: Let them 
give none offence, let care be taken that 


thoſe men you ſend, be taught firſt to 


know God at home; leſt our Plantation: 
be held to be but Goal. deli veries, and our 
Land be thought rather to tranſport her 
Crimes, then her Religion. Let them be 
forced to forbeare a Savage cruelty, leſt 
(what others have already done) they 
make our Saviour name grow odious to 
the Pagans, and cauſe them to ſpeake 
through bitterneſſe of ſoul, There # no 
Hell but Chriftendome.

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But are we not condemned already? It 
ſeems by our Oppoſites, that we give /caxs. 
dall, and that we give Offence, We teach

ſharp blaſphemy. Do we teach it? but 
where, I wonder? in what place? in what 
Author 2 you ſee, if the Lilly will bear 10 
Thorns, theſe men can ſow them on. If 
our Church can give no /caxdat, yet they? 
make her todo it. Lea, this is Romes 
choiceſt Art, firſt to feign us Herericks , 
and then to rail at us, But yet, they leatnt 
this cunning ſrom the Gentiles; for juſt 
thus (faith Ainutius) did they deal with 
the primitive Chriſtians: Ollſtruunt petto

If we be firmly reſolved, that ſuch 
things are indifferent, our Freedome re- 
maines untoucht, although for our out- 
ward act, we be either ruled by Decency, 
or elſe awed by Scandal; though either 
the Princes Sword doth command our 
actions, or the Keyes of the Church di- 
rect them. In the Civil Law, when a 
Servant received his Freedome, hee 
ſtraight left off to be ſlaviſh to his Lord; 
but yet, he was ſtill bound to be obſc- 
quious, hee was tyed to ſome few im- 
ployments, and the Law cals them Opera 
libertorum, a Free mans ſervices: It is ſo 
with us. God! hath freed our ſoules from 
that old Few; Vaſſalage; but yet ( know 
this too) we muſt now ſtill be dutifull.

S Paul attempts both Na- 
tions: At Jeruſalem he abſtaines from 
meats, hee vows and purifies, no er 
ſeems more Leviticall : But, in Greece,all 
things are lawful! for him: an Epicure 
may go beyond him in Gluttony, but yet 
no man in Freedome.: I his practiſed Soul- 
dier did truly apprehend, that the Cent ile. 
were as well to be won by a careleſs car- 
nage, as the Zews by his Auſterity Nay, 
the whole Church was taught this policy, 
to yeild in Cerimonies,that ſhe might gain 
in Faith,” For it was a Canon in that firſt

What equal eye hence diſcries not the 
Chriſtian courſe of our firſt Reformation 
We had to deale wich neither f-\v; nor 
CGentile;,but yet with a Church ſo corrup- 
ted, that it was not ſo much a Church as 
errut ion. It was indeed and is molt foul 
blemiſhe moſt morcally deform d; but yet 
may deſerye the fame reſpect, that theſe 
groſſe ſtrangers did. We owe (at leaſt / ſo 
much to Ram, Votaries, as the firſt Church 
paid to the few and to the Gentiles, What 
marvel then, it we reform, and ſo uſe her 
Liturgy? if we fick rectifie, and then keep 
her Ceremonies ? ſee here, S. Paul (with 
the uwe. ) commands to abſtaine from 
meats, yet it was for no c wiſb reaſon.

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Cenſures? A Scaudall in an high degree l 
It offends thoſe that are weake in the 
Church, and makes them to ſuſpect our 
Doctrine it felfe, to ſee our Rites ſo que- 
ſtionable :It abuſes the good that are o- 
bedient, and makes ſome imagine, that 
their filial conſcience is nothing elſe, but

Cannons, upon the unreſolved thoughts of 
each Private voluntary? this courſe would 
ſoone bring a kingdom to ruine, and 4 
Church into _ Should we give 
ſuch content to theſe few that diſlike, we 
ſhould diſpleaſe multitudes that approve 
our Ceremonies; and ſo, inſtead of a pre 
tended flight offence, we ſhould run ou! 
ſelves upon a true groſſe Scandall. Thoſe 
who cry out ſo much, Their weakneſs 
offended, ſhould be mindfull of this out 
Precept too, Jive ye none eff ence to the 
whole Church of God. 

But, theſe weak men, when meane they 
to grow ſtrong? Si nunguam grant 

ſcunt, 
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The firſt Sermon. 51 "5 
ſeunt, non Latte, ſed Aceto educates fuiſſe © 
certum eff, (faith Calvi upon the like oc- 
cafion, in the place I quoted) If theſe will - 
grow no ſtronger ,its apparent, they were ſtill 
nurſed, not With mille, but with Vinigar. 
Good Satyrifts l inſtead of drinking in 
the Chriſtian faith, they ſuck nought but 
lnvectives. Let theſe men heare Peter 
Martyr ſpeake : Non ſemper, &c. wee 
muſt not alWaies (ſaith that worthy Dr. of 
our firſt Reformation) yeeld to the weak, 
in things indifferent, but ſo long only, till 
the W they have beene perfely inſtrutted, if yet 
they ſtag ger, their infirmity deſerves no 
further reſpect: (tis in his Loc. Com. 2. lib. 
ud 4. cp. 32.) And it is plain, that theſe have 
11 bad Time and Meanes to learne that theſe 
ive things are indifferent; and will they neg- 
we lect, or (rather) refuſe inſtruction? If 
ye they neglect it, then that of the Civilian 
e. holds : Data culpa equiparatur dolo:- 
ur There is guilt in this groſs negligence. 
e And if they refuſe it, the Cæſuiſts agree, 
that in this caſe, Scandalum puſillorum fit 
Phariſeorum, when men will not heare, 
their infirmities tura pure malice, and of 
weak Chriſtians they become ſtont Phars- 
ſeet, and then we are taught to offend ſuch 
men from our Lords own Example. 
W But 
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But, while I indevour to follow ny 
Text, I do miſtake my Auditors. The 
words enjoyne me to ſpeake of this ſub- 
ject, althongh (I preſume ) *tis in this 
place leſſe neceſſary. If any here bee 
weak indeed, Sanari potins, quam i- 
puguari vole, (as Saint Aug. ſpeakes of 
the Afanichees) I deſire to cure rather 
then to oppoſe him. Sure, the greateſ 
fault lies in our owne Tribe, who bad 
rather bee factious then poore ; and 
will chdoſe ſooner to Pleaſe the itching 
cares of ſome liberall people, then to 
advance this our cauſe of the Church 
of God. It comes from theſe unwor- 
thy Levites, who ſell their Tongues 
to ſpeake like Micab ( their good 
Maſter ) and can be content to teare the 
Church · Garments, ſo they goe whole 
themſelves: 

But would you know how to direct 
your Carriage in theſe things indiffe- 
rent? Faint eLmbroſe givs you a Rule, 
( and him Sajat Auguſtine did ſtill ac 
count for an Oracle: 544 quam forte 
Eccleſiam Venerss, ejus mortem ſer va, 
þ cuiq uam e Vis eſſe ſcandalo, nec quen 
zum tibi. (tis in his 118, Epiſtle ) 
Keep ſtill the Cerimonies of the Church 
yo 
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you live in, if you deſire neither to 
give a Scandall, nor to take it. A direction 
grounded ( ſure I) upon Saint Pars 
owne practiſe, who ( you ſee ) could 
„ both eat at Corinth, and yet abſtaine 
„ * fern/alem: and Saint Ambroſe fol 
ber lowed him, On Saturday ( faith he) 1 
tate at CMillaine, becauſe 'tis there the 
Cuftome , but 1 faſt at Rome, for that 
d City deth uſe another Cerimony:.. 
e S Menica (Saint Aguſt ins pious Mo- 
8 ther) on Saturdaies did faſt in Affrick, 
and yet ſtill eate at Mil laine, as you may 
ſee it in the ſame Epiſtle. Ile adde but 
one more of Calvin, ( as Baz relates it 
on dis life) who at the ſupper of the 
he Lord did alwayes communicate with | 
common bread at Stratabourg; and yet 
he ſtill uſed Wafers at Geneva. And let 
0 the ſame minde be in you; ſo ſhall ye 
performe what is here injoyned , and 
neither give Scandal! to the Church it 
ſelf, nor yet offence to your owne 
„ PPinions; ſo the God of Peace and of 
* Þ Truth ſhall be with you, the bleſſings 
ef Truth upon your Faith, and peace upon 
pour Actions: 8 
Here then is Cor ixth made your Exam- 


ple, a Church thats truly militant, that's 
D 3 beſieged 
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beſieg d with the Tents of the ces, ani 
Legions of the Gentiles? the Lawes of her 
warfare are ſtrange; ſhe is bound to fight 
with her oppoſits, and yet ſhe muſt not 
offend them; nay, ſhe loſeth the field,i 
ſhe deſtroy her enemies; She is to give n0 
ſcandall, neither in unlawfull things, oor 
matters of indifferency, neither in ſins, not 
in Cerimonies. Innocency muſt guide bet 
life, and Charity her Carriage. The end 
of the war is peace, that Chriftians maj 


agree among themſelves, and 7ewes and 


Centiles may be the Church of God. 
You ſee now a Precedent, be ye non 
followers of it : be firme in the faith, and 
then (as much as in you is) have peat 
With all men. Give no juſt offence in Ut- 
lawfull things, let not your ſinnes male 
your lives ſcandalous; and in things in- 
different, let not your ſcandals make yon 
ſinfull; let your converſation be fiil 
found ſporleſſe, and your whole carriage 
charitable, that they who will needs be 
without our Church, may ſtill be too 
without an Apology. And Thou 0 
(Three and yet one) God unite our greit 
diſtractions; take the Vaile from the eye 
of the Fewer, and blindneſs from tbe 


Gentiles : Teach the Errors of our Time 
. to 
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to ſubmit to the Truth, and Factions 
to thy peace; that ſo there may be one 
Sheep-fold and one Shepheard, that all 
may be one Church of God, under one 
Son of God: and then Come Lord peſusß, 
come quickly. Amen. Amen.

And is not all yet finiſhed ? Chriſt hath 
evercom- Death; and remains there an) 
enemy beyond the laſt > yes, the ftrange- Iſh - 
neſs of the Victory hath raiſed a new wal 
and now mankind: is as mortally threater- 
ned by Ifidelitie, as formerly by Death 
Olim vitio nunc remedio laborat : The Ke 
medy is ſo adinirable, that it confound 
the patient and mals healch it ſelf appt 
as. fabulous, 

Chriſt is Riſen ; But who kh nowes ? who 
believes it? The Diſciples remember not 
what was. ſo often forerold, but are 
ready to forget their Maſters words, 8 
(: before)to forſake his Perſon. The Wo- 
man ( more officious then faithſull) pre 
pares Spices and ſweet Odori, complemens 
ar for. his. Fanerall, but not his Renu 
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ion, Their Ceremonious piety hath 
brought them to the Seplchre, and there 
2 of a Corps ) they finde an An- 
gell. 
Heaven had now diſpatched a Chams - 
pion, -who was to incounter with their 
unbelieving thoughts, and that with ſuch 
a winged diligence, that he makes anſwer 
before he be queſtioned, I know ye ſeek Fe-- 
ſns, believe me, He is Riſes, or els believe 
him, He is Riſen as he ſaid, If your diſtruſt: 
remaines yet unſatisfied, behold a further 
teſtimony; my ſtrength hath removed the 
one, my conntenance the Watchmen. 
Now, come and ſee the place. 

The Grave it ſelfeis become an Evans 
gel, and ſeems to ſpeak without an Epi- 
taph. Ipſa evident ia vox eſt, ſaith S. Anſtin: 
It is ſo evident a token of Chriſts riſing 
from the dead, that it turns vocall: Each 
eircumſtance is articulate, and ſeems both 
to challenge, and to conſtrain beliefe. Siſte 
gradum viator, and ſee more in an empty 


. then when the Corps was in it. 
For, thoſe things, which before were but 
the -Enfignes of Death, are now become 
the Trophies of the Reſurrection, Come, 
ſee the Napkin that bound his head, the 
Cloaths which inwrapped the ſacred body, 


and 
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and then ſmile at the ewiſß purchaſey 
who (as if ſinne were the only merchan; 
diſe ) buy Treaſon of 7 udar, Forger 
of the watebmen: They muſt report, 
that The Diſciples have ſtollen bins 
Way. 

But ſay then, what mean theſe Linne 
cloaths? is it poſfible they would leave 
them behind ? In the. midſt of ſo many 
Souldiers, darethey now ſtay to unwind 
him, who before did ſcarce dare to follox 
bim ? Thefes are ſtill done in haſt, and do 
as much hate delay, as light it ſelf, AsK 
your om Barabbas, if he purpoſe to ſteal 
a Fewel, will he ſtay to unfold the paper 
is lieth in? The difficulty here was farre 
greater; theſe Cloathes were ſpread with 
HMyrrb, then which no vitch.is more te- 
nacious, it plewes-cloathes to the body: 
Suppoſe the Diſciples ſhould attempt to 
unwrap him ( for 55 Se his coft had 
made the body much heavier) yet be) 
would, ſoon leave that which they found 
extream, difficult, and chooſe rather to 


undergo.the trouble of a greater barthtn, 


en to adyenture the hazard of a longer 
delay. Look yet with a more curious eye, 
the Nep. is wrapped up by it /e/fe ina 
place ; KTM ger, (the Text faith ) 1 
&

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was wrapped up with diligence. Say; 7eW, 
would the Diſciples ſtay too, that they 
might leave the Grave-cloaths handſome? 
or was this circumſtance brought forth 
by hap only ? They are both equally cre- 
dble, that either theſe men ſhould be ſo 
groſsly ſimple, or that chance it ſelf. ſhould 
decome induftrious, 

You ſee the Grave hath filld her mouth 
with Arguments, and is become: as apt to 
Teach, (as before)to devour. The Cleaths, 
the Myrrb, the N.«pkin, do not more evi= 
dently witneſs that he was once dead, then 
now that He is riſen againe. Their ſilent 
eloquence is able to convince the moſt 
ſpightfull Few, much more theſe women, 
and the Diſciples too. 

My Text then (in generall ) hath pro- 
ved a Reſurrection: A part, it affords thus 
much variety:

There is nothing more injurious to the 
Power of God, then not to know his 
Power. For it is true what Minutis 
hath obſerved : Now minoris eſt [celeri 
Deum ignorare, quam ledere. Becaule he 
that knows not the might of his Creator, 

- maſt needs rob him of that glory he de- 
ſerves by it. To prevent ſo great a ſinne, 
God hath ſhewed himſelfe no leſs read) to 
manifeſt, then to »/e his power. 

1. He hath given us his ſcriptures( the 
moſt faithfull Commentaries both of his 
ftrength and wiſdom) and leſt that unbe- 
liefe ſhould keep us ſtil worſe then igno- 
rant, he makes it ſelf its Agent; that ſo, 
by the teſtimony of ſo familiar an 1«for- 
mer, bis Word may appeare as full of pro- 
bability, as ſalvation. He might have 
done by Cbriſt as he did by Moſes, both 

have interred his. Corps, and hid his ge- 
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polchre; nor yet could the Diſciples then 
have challenged him of concealing the 
Truth. They had variety of Prophecies, 
their Maſters own word, confirmed by ſo 
many miracles, all joyntly witneſfing, 
That it behoved Chriſt to ſuffer, and to riſe 
gain the Third day. Vet ſuch were the 
Riches of his Goodweſſe, that he vouchſafed 

a more apparent teftimony. This Angel 
cals their eyes as Judges, and the Grave 
gives in ſo clear an evidence, that neither 
Hatred nor Art can avoid it. Do diſtra- 
Red thoughts prevent thy Faith, and (in 
deſpite of Seripture) make thee almoſt 
deny? Then, come and ſec, 

2 The beavens declare the glory of God, 
and the Firmament ſheweth his handy 
Worke. Sicut & vocibut, ita et rebus Pro- 
phetatum eſt, (faith Turtullian:) He hath 
made each Creature a Prophecy, and this 
Article of the Reſurrection as legible in 
the leaſt hearb, as in the Word it ſelfe: 
Had the Athenians as well imployed their 
Eyes to diſcover Truth, as their Eares to 
receive Novelties, the Reſurrection might 
have found more ſerious entertainment. 
For, throughout the whole Frame of Na- 


tare, what more viſible?

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Come and {ge (Philoſophers , ) Flowen 
fade and lived againe; Freds are not qMiGe 
hened;- except. they: aye, and their defttys 
ction is the chiefe cauſe of their conth 
nuance 2 Dies in noctem moritur, (is ide 
fame, 7 ext»llian ſpea ks) Each night is the 
laſt dajes Funcrall: and then what is the 
Morning but a Reſurredtion? Is it not: 
ſhame for ethers, that Rome (ſhould 
afford more ſubtle N atarali/ts ? For, 
Seneca did there find out this very ob- 
ſervation, and from his ſight concludes, 
CMers intermittit vit am, non eripit; ven 
iteram, qui not in lucem reponet, dies: 
(tis in the later part of his 36. Epiſtle) 
Death is an intermiſſion only, no los ot 
life; there ſhall come a day of Reftav- 
ration, and theſe eyes ſhall enjoy their 
former light. With how ſetled a counte- 
nance, would this man have harke- 
ned to the Reſurre ctios of the dead, 
—_ ſight it ſelf had made thus Ortho- 
ox. 

Tis true then, ſenſible ſpeculations 
may - ſerve as helps ta Faith, and have 
their uſes as well in the Schoole of Chriſt, 
as in that. of Natwre.- For Religion admits 
* 222 is indeed a Mſtreſs to 

enſe, ut not an Enemy. Let Rome re- 
| nounce 
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zutice her eyes, and call the Hoſt the 
ery Body of Chriſt, when yet ſhe ſees 
ought but Bread. We find no ſuch di- 
don: For, what? ſhall we leave off to 
e, that we may Believe? or to be 
Wen, that we may become Chriftians ?- 
e grant, Religion to be above our 
ature, but yet not againſt it: She may 
Exceed, (we confeſs ) but not contraditt 
dur Senſes. For, look here, theſe two are

Riſen, as he ſaid: and yet, (ome and ſee 
too.

For I ſhould ſhew you a Tomb (in- 
teed) full of Fate and Beauty: but yet, tis 
ce The place where the Lord lay ; be- 
auſe Art hath gone beyond her Com- 
niſion, and ( almoft ) aboliſhed Nature, 
nſtead ofadorning ir. So that, when I read 
ie Seputchre deſcribed with ſuch mag- 
nificence; me thinks it ſtands like a Grave 
atron in a looſe Attire, who may win 

thereby more eyes Perhaps, but not more 
reſpect. How it is beautified with the pu- 
reſt Marble, hang d round with burning 
Tapers, and the like, I purpoſely omit: 
chooſing rather to inſiſt upon thoſe cir- 
cumſtances which the Text delivers. For 
we ſhall find more true ſtate in that firſt 

ſimplicity and perceive that we need not 
require more helps of Art, to make the 


G rave ſee me Glorious. 


Twas made by 7oſeph of Arimathea 
(one who wanted neither wealth nor ho- 


nor; for he is called by my Evangeli, 
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A Rich man: and by S. Marte, as hinns 
ble Counſel lor) he cauſed it to be hen 
out tor his one uſe, It ſeems, it ſhouldy 
well teach him to die, as receive him whe 
he was Deceaſed, How our Saviour pit 
poſſeſſion, S. oha hath told us (in the li 
verſe of his 19. chapter.) There laid thy 
eſus therefore, becanſe of the Jew: pri 
ration day, for the Paſſeover was nigh 
band. It ſeems, had their Sabbath 

more remote, the Diſciples had not het 
interred him: but it was ſo ordered hit 
higher hand, that as Malice had provide 
his Death, ſo Conſcience ſhould a Seu 


cbre.

No, ſuch 
uperſtition is of a later birth, and ſo far 
rom his Auges patronage, that Men 
re ſcarce ſo Pad as to defend it : For, 
bellarmine ſpeaks in this point, as Bafſia- 
ws did when he had ſlaine bis Brother 
ta, Intelligi mavult, quam andirs : 
e. is ſtill willing that ſuch Re/iques 
ſhould be worſhipped, and yet it ſtands 
not with his Art plainly to fay ſo , 
left while be inſtructs his friends, he 
might Perhaps give advantage to his Ene- 
Wes, : 


But how groſſe the Remiſs practice is, 
let that of Davexs teſtifie of his owne 
duntri-men (the Fountaine of Monk,) 
who in their publik Liturgies did inſert 
this Petition: Sane Sudari, ora yu nobi 2;

Unnaturall Cir 
when he had ſlain his brother Abel, and 
that his conſcience ſo ſtung him, as that 
he feared every one that met him would 
haye done as much to him; God ſet a 
marke upon him that he ſhould. not die.

T heſe fix I will breifly diſcuſs, and ſo

For the firſt, Almigty God at 
the Creation, when he tooke a view of 
all his Creatures as men ule t o do, that 
have newly drawne an Image, they view 
and pry to ſee what is amiſſe in it it 
ſeemes, when he looked upon them 
he found they were Good; and when 
Man was made, behold, They were 
very Good, Gen. 1. 31. Now if God had 
call a way man before he had ſinned; (not 
in eye to ſin, but in abſolute judgment) 
the malicious would have cried ; the King- 
dome of od is worſe then the kingdome of 
Sat au; For Satan is not divided againſt Sa- 
tan, & Belrebub the Prince of Devils doth 


not caſt out Devils Matt. 12. 26. But by 
H 3 this 
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this Device. 1p/a bonitar, Goodneſſe it 
ſelfe is divided againſt goodneſſe; the 
Goodneſſe of the Creator againſt the 
 Goodneſſe of the Creature; God is at 
defiance with his owne Creature and 
Image; the Fountaine of Goodneſſe 
that God did fee in Man, what was it, but 
Radius divine bonit ais, a beam of that 
Goodneſſe, which iſſueth ſrom the Foun- 
taine God himſelfe? 


Secondly, God's Hate does not ariſe as 
his Love doth : for his Love ariſeth of 
and from himſelfe. For being all beautifull 
and glorious ( which cannot be but all 
lovely and amiable within) and ſeeing 
himſelſe, cannot but love and like himſelſeʒ 
Jo that, he hath in him to move him to 
Love, but he hath not in him to move 
him to Hate; but that commeth from 
without, and there is nothing from with · 
out which God hateth, but Vn. The man 
of ſin had fo much goodneſſe, as to ſay; 
Odi quia Inimicut; I have hated him, be- 
cauſe he i my enemy, Now, fin only 16 
De ſworne enemy to Cod: Enemy to bis 
6 Zoodneſſe, being badneſſe it ſelfe ; Enemy 
to bis Majeſty, being baſeneſs it felf; Enc-
